of the departm ent toward 
various 
companies which have been exploit­ 
ing under water land in tile Florida 
everglades has been heard in Wash­ 
ington. These companies, which are 
now under investigation, 
have 
ad­ 
vertised extensively throughout 
the 
United States, and, it is contended, 
have collected millions of dollars for 
lands obtained at 50 cents an acre 
and sold as high as $60 
an 
acre, 
which are now covered with from 
two to ten feet of water, which will 
not be drained for many 
years, 
if 
ever, and the ultim ate value of which 
is doubtful. 
The situation came to a head yes­ 
terday when 
Representatives 
Clark 
and Bathrlck appeared 
before 
the 
house caucus and declared that circu­ 
lar letters of warning, Intended as a 
response to many inquiries received 
at the bepartment as to the reliabil­ 
ity of the everglades land for invest­ 
ment and an elaborate 
report 
pre­ 
pared at an expense to the govern­ 
ment of $10 ,000, bad been suppressed 
by order of the secretary.
